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1. The fortifications on which Trudovak Company Military No. 8231 worked from 


the beginning of January until mid-June 1951 extended from the Kirilovo 
pastures to thé Vulcha Polyana meadow. Kirilovo village is in a valley approxi- 
mately four or five’ kilometers east of the Bulgearian-Turkish border. 


-p, Similar fortifications were being built in other areas on the frontier be- 
ginning at Maritsa on the Black Sea.. The fortified line is defended by 
troops which had been in summer_encampments since April 1951. The 2 Trudovek 
Regiment in Elkhovo, of which WaB 95x14 
also working dn fortifications in the Lesovo, Velcha Polyana, and Meinitse 
regions. The lines extend from the border toward the interior hills where 
bunkers have been built.

Carts of local villegers were used to convey materials to places where trucks 
could not be used. Supplies were unloaded from the trains into the trucks by 
a service company of 100 men. Fortification supplies included: lumber, 
tron posts, cement, lime, nails, barbed wire, and brick. 


6. In April 1951, 11 Infantry Regiment made summer encampments in the border 


area and engaged in fortification work at Lesovo, Malnitsa, and Vulecha Polyana. 25x1 |
